Platinum i« found in Draail and in the 
Coniillerae iu the hard serpentine rocks, 
but never iu the form ef grains. I'he 
platinum beds of the Ural mountain* 
ore foned in various districts—in the 
north at Beeserski, in the government of 
Perm, in the district of Knotourski and 
in the state properties of Goroblagodat- 
ski, where sixty-oix mining concession* 
have been granted. All the beds of the 
northern region aresduated in the basin 
of the river Touri. in that of the tribu- 
tory stream of Taghil and in other trib¬ 
utaries higher up. 

On the western declivity of the Ural 
moan tains there is another platinum 
bed near the river Outka, a tributary of 
the Tchonssova, and t!§* basins of the 
higher tributaries of the Outka. near the 
Ural river. The platinum fonnd in 
thieoe places is in the form of grains, in 
aand frequently containing gold. The 
weight of these jffeoins is from seventeen 
to twenty-one gnuns to every 1.A40 kila- 
graui* of sand.—Exchange.
